Valedictory Address of Mr. C. G. Win—

Gentlemen of the House of Representative*:

You have generously contributed to 
bestow a significant language ami cultivation 
upon tlie dumb — and learning, and consolation, 
ami contentment, and happiness, upon blind 
orphanage. For these tilings you merit the 
benevolent admiration of humanity. In all the 
walks of life, it seems to me that there is noth 
ing more con>oliug to the heart, inure approved 
and delightful to tin* conscience, or more noble in 
man, than doing good to others in the various 
forms of relief which may be suggested to our 
sympathies.

The Czar, in bis letter to the Emperor, discusses 
the condition* of arrrnogement which had been 
proposed to him, and declares that he can only 
enter .into a negotiation on the basis whi.-h he 
has made known. This answer destroys all 
chance of a pacific solution, and Fram e must 
prepare lo maintain by some efficient measures 
the cause which tlie persevering efforts of di- 
plomacy have failed to conduct Lo a successful 
issue. 

In defending more energetically the rights of 
Turkey, the Emperor reckons on the patriotism 
of tlie country, the intimate alliance with Eng- 
land. and the sympathies iff the governments of 
Germany. These governments have constantly 
declared that they desired to maintain as lesoj 
lutely as ourselves tlie balance of powe* in Eu- 
rope, and to cause the integrity and independ- 
ence of the Ottoman empire to be respected. 
There is no other question engaged in the dis- 
cussion. 

Attention is directed toward Austria, which 
is called by her position to play an active and 
important part. Austria has always declared 
herself with great firmness in favor of points 
which were established in the protocol of the 
conference of Vienna of the Dili of December 
last We have every confidence in the loyalty 
and chivalrous character of the young Emperor 
of Austria; we find also a guarantee of tlie dis- 
position of his government hi tlie interests of 
Ins people — interests which are identical with 
our own.

A general rush by ujcu, women, aud children 
I was now made to ihe forecastle, by the cabin 
passenger** lo avuiff the destruction that await- 
ed us trum the devouring element, which was 
gaming ground with the rapidity of lightning 
— which a the same time drove lilt* deck pas- 
sengers and crew all. Soon the yawl was low- 
ered by deck hands and no sooner was it filled 
by dozens of frighu-ued beings, scotched and 
almost devoid of reason by fright, tliiu it 
slink. While ibis awful scene was going on 
alt, every cabin paw-nger, save ohe or two, bad 
gamed the loieea-tie, ready to take tlie feariul 
leap, preferring a watery grave to being burned 
to death So soon as the bow struck tlie bank,

slrueliou behind them, and after reaching dry 
laud scampered m every direction to escape tlie 
effects ot anticipated explosion of boilers, pow- 
der, Ac. 

Capt. James Creighton was seen to let him<- 
self down fiuin the Ooilcrdeck on to the lowt-ir 
guard, and deliberately draw Ins boots and eoati,.

seen giving the Odd Fellows’ signal of dii--trec* v 
aud immediately sunk. 

Captain l ay lor was saved by the steward w£ 
the boat. 51 r. Ewing, the bar keeper, was aW 
saved. A lad who was iij Mr. Ewing's eiuptwy 
ran down on lo the forecastle, but becoming be- 
wildered, l ushed back into the ffaiues aud j «tr- 
islied. 

Out of ten deck bands that Captain Folger 
brought with him from St. Louis, eight \v c ie 
burned. 

There was about $5,000 in money in tlie safe 
belonging to the passengers, not one dollar of 
which was saved. Mr. Pen n, who was among 
the passengers ou board, lust between $3,000 
aud $4,000. 

There were many deck passengers, almost all 
of whom were lost. The principal sufferers 
were Women and children, who, iiol being able 
lo get about with the same alacrity as the men, 
perished either iu the flames or iu the water.
